picture of the City’s financial out- 
look at the present time.

“As near as can be determined 
at this time, expenditures will be 
thousand dollars of 
dget. The cushion we car- 
ried for number of years, by 
having expenditures considerably 
below estimates, no longer exists 
since budget estimates were held

too low in this year’s budget 
preparation. Over the last 14 
years budget estimates have ex- 


ceeded expenditures by an aver- 
age of eight percent. The carry 
over at the end of the year ‘has 
been our salvation through the 


| dry period of the following year. 


This year we will not have this 
carry over.” 
“What can be done?"’, ques- 


tioned the statement by Turner. 

The most practical solution, he 
said, would be the imposition of 
a Utility Users’ Tax. This tax, 
he continued, if effective for the 
full year would in some 
$195,000 uniformly through the 
year and thus help on the dry 
spell, well as provide much 
needed funds for operation of the 
city and improvements to serv- 
ice. To impose the tax, he said, 
action would have to begin now 
as the Utilities require 90 
lead time after the referendum 
period of 30 days. To pass an
